Each of the season certificates has 
six team numbers checked off, no 
two combinations being the same, 
aceording to a statement made on 
the backs of the ticket. The same 
combination is noted on the stub 
retained by the ticket seller. 

On every week day in the playing 
season of the four leagues the total 
runs scored by the six teams in each 
combination are to be figured, and 
the combination scoring the highest 
number of runs is the winner. It 
makes no difference whether any 
team wins or loses its game—the 
number of runs is the only thing 
considered. 

The total award for the season, of 
130 week days, is announced as be- 
ing $130,000. 

Rules printed on the ticket provide 
that awards shall be made only on 
week days, as not all teams have 
scheduled on Sundays. In 
only the 
runs scored in the first game are to 
be counted. If two or more ticket 
buyers score the same total of runz, 
the prize shall be divided. When 
any team does not play its score shall 
be 0. In case less than 20 teams in 
the four leagues play on any day, the 
drawing shall go over until the next 
day on which 20:or more teams play, 
and the prize shall be correspond- 
ingly increased. Only runs scored in 
“legal games” are to count.
